Generators  

For event locations that do not have onsite utilities, generators are a common alternative.  

All generators are required to be placed on top of a flame retardant barrier to protect the ground surface from 

scorching, oil and/or spilled gasoline.  

All generators must be placed a safe distance from event attendees and structures.  

Small, portable personal-use generators that do not require a grounding rod to be placed into the ground do not 

require a separate permit.  

Large, towed generators that do use a grounding rod are required to acquire a Temporary Power Permit from the City 

of Santa Barbara Community Development/Building and Safety Department. Only a licensed electrical contractor can 

apply for this permit. An electrical inspection will also be required on or before the event day/time.  There is an 

additional charge for this permit. Please visit the Building and Safety Division’s webpage for more information:

The placement of the generator and grounding rod must be shown on the event site map and approved by the Parks 

Division to ensure that underground wiring and pipes are not damaged.
